Soldier Letters. 
A. P. O. 794, April Id. 1919. 
Dear Father:— 
I received a letter from 
you a little over a week ago and also 
one from Lillian today. 
I have not 
written for some time as I have been 
away on another leave and just re­ 
turned this morning. 
I had a three days leave to Reims 
but as this did not include travel time 
and as the stop-over regulations are 
v*ry lenient at the present time I 
managed to get in s^ven days, two of 
*hich I spent in Paris and three at 
various oointson the front. 
I visited 
Reims, Chateau 
Thierry, 
Epemay, 
Oulchy-Bremy, Soissons and 
I ismes 
using four methods of travel, regular 
train, a narrow guage railway, 
an 
auto-bus and lastly natures primitive 
method of locomotion, my two numoer 
nine’s. 
After spending about 24 hours in 
Paris I went direct to Reims where 
4 years of intermittent bombardment 
have practically cleaned out the town 
although it was never actually 
oc­ 
cupied bv the Germans. 
If it were 
not for the buildings which have been 
repaired and others that have lately 
been erected a person could not get 
out of the rain at this place although 
before the war it was a city with a 
population of 100,000. 
The Cathedral, which is the most in­ 
teresting sight here, 
is without 
a 
doubt a wonderful piece of architec­ 
ture. 
Before the war it stood a 
monument to the architectural genius 
of other days now it stands a monu­ 
ment to the crimes of the Boche and 
to the martyrdom of Northern Trance.

The 
funds raised by this campaign will 
do more for 
humanity, civilization 
and democracy than can be measured 
in words. 


"If the world is to reap the bene­ 
fits of the war that has been fought 
and won 
for its emancipation; 
if 
the cause for which so many 
mil­ 
lion gave their lives and blood and 
treasure is to be made of concrete 
value to mankind, men, women and 
children must be given a spiritual
